Allen, form e r Youngstown police 
chief and FBI agent, said organiz­ 
ed crim e cannot be legislated out 
of ex istence because it is an in­ 
grained m ode of thought, an idea. 
Lik e com m unism , Allen said organ­ 
ized crim e advocates the abolition 
of m oral discip line. 
Infiltration into 
society ,

cularly politics, is now the secret 
weap on of organized crim e, Allen 
stated. He said organized crim e 
has increased in this country by 
leap s and bounds since the turn of 
the century . 
He said the com m on creed of all 
crim e includes refusal to recog­ 
nize the legal p ower, getting one’s 
rights by one’s own hands and the 
p ow er of silence.

he receiving th o u s a n d s 'of 
questions about social Security be­ 
cause of the 1954 am endm ents to 
the Social Security Act, signed this 
Summer by President Eisenhower. 
However, I'm afraid many people 
with questions won’t visit our of- 
! fice, so I am going to answer some 
I of those unasked questions in this i 
! series of articles. 
It is difficult to realize that so 
many people know so little about ! 
something that is as important to 
them 
as their social security. 
But I find that this is true 
in 
many eases. Common sense tells 
us the importance of translating 
the technicalities of the social se­ 
curity law' and its changes into 
the thought and life of the Am er­ 
ican people. I feel that this is 
my duty as your social security 
representative. 
In this series of articles on the 
old age and 
survivors 
insurance 
program, I shall describe the re­ 
cent changes in the social security 
law as they will directly a f f e c t 
each and every one of us. I do this 
with the sincere hope that you will 
gain a more complete understand­ 
ing of your social security and its 
effects on you and your family. 
When Congress proposed and en­ 
acted the new amendments, it did 
so with its 
main view towards 
bringing social security insurance 
benefits better in line with current 
earning levels and living costs. And 
just as important are the parts of 
the law which extend the coverage 
of social security to more people, 
and in this way make b e n e f i t s 
available to more workers in their 
retirement 
and to their families 
when they die. 
* * 
* 
TO ACCOMPLISH this end, the 


changes in the law had to have 
two objectives. 
First, social security protection 
had to be extended to more types 
of jobs so that a greater number 
of people could 
participate 
and 
through their contributions qualify 
for social security benefits. 
This was written into the new 
law, and now nearly nine out of IO 
workers are included under t h e 
program, and of about 63 million 
jobs in the nation and abroad, over 
50 million are now covered by so­ 
cial security. 
The second objective was that 
of giving increased benefits 
to 
those already receiving old-age 
and 
survivors 
insurance 
pay­ 
ments, as well as to those who 
will be getting them in the future. 
Three 
important points under 
the increased benefits are the 
increase in the amount of wages 
which will be counted for social 
security purposes; a drop-out of 
low or no earning years; and a 
revised formula for computing 
benefit amounts. Another impor­ 
tant provision in the new law is 
the protection of insured status 
and benefit amounts for t h o s e 
who are totally disabled. 
This may be a 
good place to 
point out that old-age and survi­ 
vors benefits are payable only to 
persons who have worked for a 
specified length of time in employ­ 
ment or self-employment covered 
by social security and to the quali­ 
fied dependents of such 
workers. 
Social security benefits are p a i d 
out of a trust fund built up entire­ 
ly from the contributions of cov­ 
ered employees and their employ­ 
ers and of covered self-employed 
persons, plus accumulated interest. 
Thus the financing of the system 
is completely self-supporting. 
In this article I have briefly 
sketched the full picture of the so­ 
cial security law. In the next one, 
I shall deal with just one phase of 
the new amendm ents to the law.

Jenner Backs

Crime Bosses 


NEW ORLEANS 
(J*—Organized 
crime and communism thrive 
in 
countries that have parted com­ 
pany with moral 
education, 
the 
Ohio liquor enforcement chief said 
here yesterday. 
The speaker was Edward J. Al­ 
len, chief of the enforcement di­ 
vision of the Department of Liquor 
Control in Columbus. He address­ 
ed the 61st annual convention of 
the International Assn. of Chiefs of 
Police. 
Allen, form er Youngstown police 
chief and FBI agent, said organiz­ 
ed crime cannot be legislated out 
of existence because it is an in­ 
grained mode of thought, an idea. 
Like communism, Allen said organ­ 
ized crim e advocates the abolition 
of moral discipline 
Infiltration into 
society, 
parti­ 
cularly politics, is now the secret 
weapon of organized crime, Allen 
stated. He said organized crime 
has increased in this country by 
leaps and bounds since the turn of 
the century. 
He said the common creed of all 
crime includes refusal to recog­ 
nize the legal power, getting one’s 
rights by one’s own hands and the 
power of silence. 
Bosses of organized crime, Allen 
continued, claim it is 
foolish 
to 
keep trying to eliminate crime; it 
is better to control it. He said in­ 
fluential gangsters 
believe 
their 
ability to control crime is far su­ 
perior to law agencies. 
Allen cited the testimony before 
the 
Senate 
Crime 
Investigating 
Committee of 1951 
Allen said the owner of a New 
York race track, warned that ho 
would lose his license unless he 
rid the track of bookies, was un­ 
able to clear the track until he

Experienced Reporters 
Taking Look At Trend 
Found In Key States

Gnerally, Democratic candidates 
have aimed their criticisms at “the 
adm inistration’ while tip - toeing

direct 
assaults 
on 
President Eisenhower himself. 
But Neely is an exception and 
he’s waging 
an 
anti-Eisenhower 
campaign in his effort to defeat 
his Republican opponent, 50-year- 
old Thomas B 
Sweey of Wbl- 
ig, who is making his third bid 
for a Senate seat. Eight years ago, 
Sweeney fell short of beating Sen. 
Harley Kilgore (D-WVA) by only 
3,852 votes. 
# Neely has aimed at Eisenhower 
such darts as these: 
“ In 32 years in Washington, I've 
never seen a more useless presi 
dent than Dwight D. Eisenhower.” 
“ Eisenhower 
is 
a 
political 
myth.” 
“ He’s the poorest president the 
United States ever had.” 
Neely says he has no fears that 
such attacks will hurt his own 
^chances for re-election, and he sup­ 
p o r t s his argument by pointing to 
his nomination with 
more votes 
than all of his 
three 
opponents 
combined. 
At this stage, even Republican 
leaders 
concede 
privately 
that 
Neely’s tactics 
apparently have 
done him no great harm and they 
don’t seem inclined to make Eisen­ 
hower’s economic record the issue 
in the campaign. 
The COP theme of “ Peace, Pro- 
^kgresi and Prosperity” appears to 
have a doubtful appeal in a state 
with the highest unemployment in 
relation to size of any state in the 
Union. The jobless total is esti­ 
mated as high as 173,000, most 
of them in the soft coal fields. 
Arguments 
a r e 
developing 
around whether the Democrats or 
the Republicans are to blame for 
the situation. And Republicans say 
their best chance of beating Neely 
^would come from a coal field re­ 
volt against the Democrats. 
Sweeney is counting on just such 
a rebellion. He said in an inter­ 
view: 
“The miners know that twice as 
many mines closed during the Tru­ 
man administration as in in the Ei­ 
senhower 
administration. 
They 
know their troubles began under 
the Democrats long before Eisen­ 
hower took office. But the Demo 
i^crats are trying to shift responsi- 
' bility on the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration. 
“ What the miners believe will de­ 
termine the outcome of my contest. 
“The 
miners 
haven’t 
decided 
how' they are going to vote. I hear 
them say that their tro llie s can be 
traced to the fact coal has been 
priced out of the market and their 
own leaders are to blame.’ 
On the surface, it would seem 
be wishful thinking to gamble 
that the m iners’ Democratic voting 
pattern will show a sudden shift 
toward the Republicans unless “the 
word” should come from President 
John L. Lewis of the United Mine 
Workers (UMW) And there is no 
reported sign that Lewis is making 
any effort to change his men’s vot- 
ig habits. 
Neely, who usually has UMW 
backing, said in an Interview': 
f> “ If the Republicans come in here 
talking

prosperity 
they’ll get booed off the stage. 
During the last month of Harry Tr 
m an’s administration, this state 
had

Eisenhower administration caused 
the ills of the coal fields which 
have been growing for years as 
gas and oil moved into the fuel 
market.

NEW ENROLLMENT RECORD 
COLLEGES AND universities of the 
land have set a new enrollment record in 
the term just started.*Final figures are not 
available, but there is no doubt that last 
year’s total has been exceeded. 

One 
is the increase in population, which is ex­ 
pected to result in a 30 per cent increase 
in college enrollment by 1960, to be follow­ 
ed by a still more rapid increase in th e 
1960-70 decade.

These Days 


A columnist who writes a piece every 
day can devote himself to many subjects 
of a speculative nature. For instance, he 
might do thousands of words on the forth­ 
coming Congressional election, speculating 
on whether the Republicans or Democrats 
will capture the Senate or the House. He 
will, of course, know for sure two or three 
days after the election is over. 
Juvenile delinquency, however, is noth­ 
ing speculative. When about 385,000 boys 
and girls are required to appear in our 
juvenile courts for such crimes as a u t o 
thefts, burglaries, rape, homicide, and as­ 
sault, the problem has reached a stature 
where no one can any longer say that boys 
will be boys. And when the facts show that 
these crimes increased by 29 percent be­ 
tween 1948 and 1952, the problem assumes 
an unignorable magnitude. A Children’s 
Bureau pamphlet states: 
“This average increase of 29 percent in 
the number of children who came before 
the juvenile courts between 1948 and 1952 
compares with an increase of only 6 per­ 
cent in the number of children in the coun­ 
try who were of juvenile court age (gen­ 
erally IO to 17). In other words, the per­ 
centage increase in the number of delin­ 
quency cases was almost 5 times as great 
as the percentage increase in the c h i l d 
population from IO to 17 years of age be­ 
tween 1948 and 1952.” 
The fact that most of the girls come be­ 
fore the police for being ungovernable, for 
running away, or for having committed a 
sexual offense means that in the home and 
the school, the child is not sufficiently tem­ 
pered by moral teachings. It would a l s o 
indicate that as urbanization increases, the 
authority of the home lessens. Yet, it must 
be noted that juvenile crimes in cities un­ 
der 100,000 increase more rapidly than in 
the larger cities. 
Those who have studied this problem in­ 
sist that delinquency starts early, as ear­ 
ly as at the age of eight. The schools have 
the child for at least five hours of daylight; 
the mother, unless she works, for an equal 
period. Fathers do not have as many hours 
with their children as they should have be­ 
cause after the father comes home from 
work, the child is absorbed either in home­ 
work, radio, or television. Then the child 
goes to sleep. 
I have listened for several days to the af­ 
ternoon and early evening radio s h o w s 
which children listen to. Generally speak­ 
ing, I would say that they are of no value 
to a child. Some are obnoxious. The em­ 
phasis on sex, on extra-marital relations, 
on divorce, on all sorts of family troubles, 
on murder, on women with sultry voices 
and men who talk tough as no one talks in 
real life, can do children no good whatso­ 
ever. 
I am told that women like these p r o ­ 
grams, that they take the sting out of lone­ 
liness and help pass the time when one is 
ironing or cooking. There can be no explan­ 
ation for the mind that needs a murder to 
make a dumpling. But for children, they 
are so bad that the mother ought to be will­ 
ing to sacrifice not knowing how Jane 
Somebody got out of trouble. She should 
not have got into trouble in the first place.

Sexual Factors Affect

The special smears can be taken 
routinely in most doctors’ offices. 
The news of the value of cir­ 
cumcision was learned when it 
was discovered th a t cancer of the 
cervix varies in rates of occur­ 
rence among certain races. It is 


more common in dark skinned 
individuals and far less common 
in persons of the Jewish or Mos­ 
lem faith. It is quite rare in the 
groups of people who believe in 
c irc u m c is io n . W idows, a n d 
women who begin their sexual 
activities late in life, m arry late, 
or never m arry a t all do not con­ 
tract this disease, except in oc­ 
casional instances. These facts 
are of interest because they may 
point the way toward one method 
of helping to prevent cancer of 
the womb.

AMONG the more prolific writ­ 
ers was Col. Prentiss Ingraham, 
who wrote more than 600 dime 
novels: Frederick van Rensselaer 
Dey and Eugene T. Saw’yer, who 
each w'rote hundreds of Nick Car­ 
ter detective novels; Edw’ard L. 
Wheeler, creator of the famous 
Deadwood Dick; “Ned Buntline,” 
and Gilbert L. Patten, who, under 
the pseudonym of "Burt L. Stan­ 


dish," created and wrote the Frank 
Merrncell series dealing with a 
stalw art college athlete. 
The most colorful dime novel au­ 
thor, from the standpoint of his 
personality and career rather than 
his skill as a writer, was undoubt­ 
edly Col. William F. Cody—the 
famous Buffalo Bill of Wild West 
fame. 
Among the more popular dime 
novel heroes created by these and 
other writers were Nick Carter, 
Frank Merriwell, Deadwood Dick, 
Jack Rarkaway, Fearless Frank, 
Dead-Eye Dick, Dandy Rock and 
Broadway Billy, a detective. 
To the writers of dime novels 
the word “old" had as much fas­ 
cination as it seems to have for 
those geniuses who give brand 
names to whiskey today. 
Highly 
popular heroes were Old Grizzly, 
Old Rube, Old Bull s Eye and Old 
Electricity—who happened to be a 
detective. The word “old” appears 
in the nom de plume of several 
writers of the time—such as Old 
Cap Collier, Old King Brady and 
Old Sleuth.

SOME DIME novels were more 
or less authentic biographies. Often 
enshrined between the paper backs 
of the little books w’ere such real 
persons as Gen. George Armstrong 
Custer, Kit Carson and Wild Bill 
Hickock.

dime novel. 
The appearance of 
highly

youth such as The American Boy 
and the advent of the movies gave 
the little paper-backed books their 
coup de grace.

lineal descendant of the dime novel. 
For one thing, today’s paper-backs

For another, today’s popular paper­ 
backs cost a good deal more than 
a dime—in fact, from 25 cents up.

The increased use of m arijuana 
and other dopes among teen-agers 
is not to be ignored. On the whole, 
little is done about it. Teachers, 
who know the facts, are often af­ 
raid of being beaten or stabbed or 
even getting into trouble with their 
superiors for letting the cat out of 
the bag, by which they mean that 
the school authorities do not want 
the public to know of the disturb­ 
ances and the vandalism that oc­ 
cur in the schools. This is not true 
of all schools and all teachers, but 
it is of enough to be important. 
The solution to this problem re­ 
quires many minds, but most of all, 
it requires a religious approach, 
for without religion, there is no 
basis for morals, and without mor­ 
als man becomes a beast—some­ 
times a clever beast.

Fo r ex ample, a municipal trash co llecto r in Ho ng Ko ng was haled 
into co urt fo r taking a bribe. He go t nine weeks in jail fo r accepting 
a bribe o f o ne cent.
